Court, whicli itt.te.nipled tn uy and Kentencn this 
peiitioner. which juriwlictiou is always aubjecl to 
enquiry and decision in any other court in which 
its proceedings may come in question, collaterally 
or otliMrwise. This i» true ol Court* of geiieml 
original jurisdiction, and much more iw ii true 
in regard <o the juriwliction of Court* of inferior, 
vpecial and limited jurisdiction. 


The 2nd clnuw of the 9th Section of tbe 1st 


article of the. Constitution of the United Mtatm. 
provide*: "Tho privilege of tba writ of Habeas 
Corpus. Nhxll not be suspended, naleM when in 
case of rebellion er invasion the public «Hf«ty 
may require it." 
The insertion of this clause in 


ibe constitution clearly ind eaten the extremn 
caution which was exerciied by the Members nf 
the Nnlional conveulion, and aim ihe Hfprnhen- 
sion which they felt leal the power of tlie State, 
might prove, loo rrnch tor that of the fe tersl gov- 
ernment. 
While nn ths one hand they obviuus- 


ly intended to leuve to tbe SUtto governments 
the jurisdiction and cm.lrol of this hu<h prercga- 
uve writ, in all ordinary circumstanrte, and on 
ull ordinary occasions, on the other, they granted 
to Congress th* power to suapeml in privileges 
whenever 'here nbonKI be muni/eat an open re- 
bellion against tin Federal Authority, or an inva- 
sion of lUo national nr sin IB territory.
